Further, When the Enemies grow Outrag ics

began in the Language of Blaſphemy to Threate 
and Inſult over them, That very Night the Lord 
turned the Winds, and the Tide ſwelled, and 
the Waters came in and Forced him to Rai 


the Siege, Peter lay fettered in Priſon, and the * 


next Morning was to be Executed; and yet God 
by an Angel preſerved him. The Time that 
God ordinarily chooſeth to ſhew himſelf their 
Saviour, is, when the State of hu People lock 
to be come to ſuch an Irecoverable Ruin , as 
that they muſt of neceſſity periſh if he do not ſave 
them. The Almighty's Deliverance often 
comes in the moſt Unlikely Time. When Sen/:

Eſau's Malice was 
ſtirred, and his Power great enough tO cut off Fa- 
cob with al appertaining to him ; but upon Facob's 
Prazer to God for his appearing on his behalf, 
Lo! Quantum Mutatus—- God's Awing Hand 
ſeized on him, and'fo effefuslly checks his Bloody 
Intention, that when he met his Brother , he 
could not ſo much as give him an Il word. But 
Facob ſaw his face as if be had ſeen the face of 
God. So well was Eſau (ſeemingly at leaſt ) 
pleaſed with him ; Geneſis , Chapters 32 and 
j3- Thus God held in Iſrael's Envious Neigh= 
ors from Attempting the leaſt Hurt againſt 
them at a Time when they might eaſily have 
Ruined them. At other Times they were watch- 
ful enough for all Advantages to Invade their 
Land, or ſpicefully Ser againft them 3 But 
nw,when, on God's Command, the People, and 
all the Males,laave their Habitations to go to Wor- 
ſeipat Feru/alem, they do not once Offer to make 
any Inroads into their Country, when there 
was Nothing in ſecond Cauſes to hinder them. So 
Saul's Rewvengeful Spirit againft David , which 
had all the: Force of Intereſt to Support it, ſuffers 
fch a.onderful and ſudden Change, that of a 
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Perſecutor he becomes a 7uſtifier of David, 4e. 


knowledging David's Innocence, and his own 
Guilt, 1 Sam. 24. 17. ©&c. And in like wor. 
derful manner was Jehoſophat reſcued from 
Deſtruction ; for when the Enemies in Bartel 
had eſpied. him, they preſently compaſſed hin 
about, fo as he had mo likely way of Eſcapin, 
but God ( ſaith the Text) moved them to 
part from him. 2 Chron. 18, 3o, &c. 

God ſometimes (again) Preſerves his Indan- 
gered People , By I»fatuating or Defeating the 
Coun/els of their Foes. Hence Enemies often 
Fail in their Miſchievous Deſ/2ns, becaule they 


- act like very Fools in the Management of them, 


So Herod in Deſigning the Death of our Savine 
[ his Feared Competitor in the Kingdom | went 1 
very /imple way to work | though he was nats 


rally a + Crafty Perſon ]; for inſtead of ſend 


ſome of his own Tried Friends or Servants, 0 
going himſelf in Perſon to find him out, and 
cut him off, he commits the whole Affair to ſuch 
as were meer Strangers to him, and of whok 
Truſtineſs he could not have the leaſt Aſſuranc. 
And as. much Ifatuated were the Egyprians i 
Entring-into the Red-Sea after the Iſraelites to 
Deſtroy them there, when they ſaw the [/raelita 
God opening it miraculouſly for the Reſcuing hb 
ſaid People from them. So the Divine Orads 
tell us, How for the ſaving of his People from 
Oppreſſors , he can make Princes fools, and th 
wiſe Coun{ellors of Perſecuting Princes to beeom 
brutiſh, Wa. 19. 11, 12, 20. And as in Fob 11 
16, 17. He leadeth, Counſellors away ſpoiled, an 
maketh the Judges fools, And *tis not ſelda 
that he cauſerh the wiſdom of the wiſe to peri 
I}. 24 
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Adviſing the Burning of his Ships, the better to 
Provoke the Valour of his Soldiers. 

Again , as by Infatuating of their Counſz, 
ſo likewiſe by Defeating of Good Counſel, he 
Preſerves his Maliced Servants from the Rage 
* | of their Cruel Foes. An Ihfance of this we 
have in Abſalom, who Conſulting with his Great 
Miniters how to A# in the Purſuit of David fo 
25 to make ſure of him, had his Eyes held from 
Diſcerning the be/# Counſel given him by Ab:- 
tbe, which would certainly have anſwered his 
Deſign in the Ruining his Excellent Father the 
King; and fo Followed the worſ# Advice to hu 
wn Overthrow, and his Father's Eſcape. 

* | One while he keeps his People ſafe from the 
Deſigned Ruin by Ca:ſing Timely Di/coveries of 
their Enemies Plots again 
was Preſerved from a Mighty Enemy by their 
having Diſcloſed to them the Secret Counſels of 
the King of Syria, that was Preparing Miſchief 
apainſt them, 2 Kings 6. 10, And Paul's Life 
was Secured by the Diſcovery of a Conſviracy 
zpainſt it, A#s 23.14,0c. So the Powder-Treaſon 
was happily Put by through a Stramge Di/cove- 
yin the very Nick of Time, when the Match 
nd the Powder had well nigh Mer. So our 
Preſent Sovereign, and theſe Nations with him, 
had as Wonderful a Deliverance from the In-

It's 
Bloody Foes Deſperate Atremprs againſt it 
have in the [/ue been no more Pernic:ous unto 
it, than His was to Phereus Jaſon, when he 
Run at him with his Sword , who mfead of 
Killing him, as he hoped , only Opened an In- 
curable Impoſtume, and Thereby Saved 1:is L1/e. 

Again, ie pleaſeth God ſometimes to Step in 
between his Church and Danger , by D:wer- 
ting the Enemies through ſome or other U;gen: 
Emergency. When Sau! in the ”urſuir of David 
had at laſt Lodged bim in a Place whence he 
could not Eſcape, and was juſt ready to Fa:! on 
bim; Lo ! a Meſ/cnger comes to him all i» 4:7 
to Call him off to Defend his Country againit 
the Philiſtines, who had juſt then Inwvaded it ; 
1 Sam. 23. And Sennacherib was Taken off from 
Hezekiah and his Pcople in the ſame Manner , 
2 Kings 19. 

S© Vile Talian being Reſolyed to Cut off all 
the Chriſtians, was Compelled to Go firſt againſt 
the Perſians, by whom the was Quite Ower- 
thrown. And This Way did God Stop Charles 
the Fifth from Perſecuting the Proteſtants , 
even by the Turks Breaking mts Hurgary. Thus 
the Over-Rulinz Hand of God ſometimes Orders 
the Wicked to be a Ranſome for the Rinhicons, 
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Prov. 21. 18. The Lord will Give Men for them, 
and People for their Price , Ta. 43. 3, 4+ Prov.

At Other Times , he Quells the Rage of his 
Enemies by Striking them with Amazing Terrors, 
and Confounding them with Pannice Fears, 
So he Saved his People of Old once from the $y- 
rians,” by Scaring and Scattering them on an 
Empty Sound, 2 Kings 7. 6. And again from 
the Midianites, whole Vaſt Army a Poor Dream 
of one of their own Number ſo Afr:iobred, 
and whoſe Terror the Pitiful Noiſe of Broken 
Potſherds fo Aggravated, that they Turned their 
Swords againſt one another, Judg. 7. 1, 3. And 
Remarkable to this Purpoſe is the Vengeance 
God Took on that Sore Plague of the Church 
Arins ; for Cauſing a Sudden Conſternation of 
Mind to Seize him , he went a-lide to Eaſe 
Nature , but Dicd Miſerably by Emptying out 
his Bowels, A like Terrcr and Fear Overthrew 
the Germans in their War againſt the Huſiter 
of Bohemia; and the Spaniards at Zutphen im 
the Low-Countries, Anno x586. Under the 
Conduct of Germanus here in Britain , who 
Came over from France to Subdue the Pelagi- 
an Hereſy (then Prevailing amongſt us) againſt 
a Mighty Army of Saxons and Pits, the Br- 
tains Prevailed only by the three Temes Pronoun- 
cing the word Hallelujah : Which Voice Ecche- 
ing and Redoubling from the Acclamation of his 
Followers among the Mountains, nigh to which 
the Enemies had Encamped , Frighted them, 
and Wor the Conqueſt ; upon which it was Cal- 
led Vittoria Hallelujatica And how likewiſe 
did the Spirits of the Late King, and his For- 
| midable 
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midable Army, Sink, and their Hearts Meir 
away like Graſshoppers before the Su, according 
to the Expreſlions in Nah. 2. 10. Chap. 3. 
V. 17. 

Frrther, Sometimes God's Servants are Pre- 

ſerved by the Lord's ſending a Spirit of Diviſion 
among their Enemies that Sets them one againit 
another. Thus oftentimes of Old Ire! was 
Preſerved from their Malicious Enemics by 
God's making their Enemies [like thoſe rerr;- 
gene fratres | to Fall foul upon one another , 
2 Chron. 20. 22. 18am. 14. 20. SO Charles the 
Fifth, and Francis the French King , after a 
Mutual Agreement to Root out Lutheraniſm, Fell 
together by the Ears, by which Means the 
Church Got ſome Halcyon Days. And I find 
an Hiſtcrian making it his Obſervation , That 
the Lictle Religious City of Geneva had cer- 
tainly been Ruined long fince, had it not been 
Environed by {o very Many Enemies. 
i Again, One while he In{pires fome of his own 
Servants with a Preternaiural Conrage for tlie 
Confounding and Overthrowing their Ene- 
mies. As Great Numbers of them could not 
Stand before Fephthah, Sampſon,&c. Zach. 4. 7. 
Not by Poxger, or by Might, but by my Spirit, ſaith 
the Land, And was not our Preſent Sovereign”: 
Unexampled Bold Attempt, and Glorious Succe/” 
at the Boyn , a Late Inſtance in this Kind ? 

Another while, he Imploys the 
Glorious Angels above to Deli- 
ver his People. So in Daniel's, 
Eliſha's, Peter's, Hezekiab, and 
his Peoples Wonderful Preſerva- Bern, 
ton, 2 King's 6. Chron. 32. *_

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Sometimes, he Honours the Usikelieft of 
Means and Contempriblieſt of Creatures both 
from Abrve and Below with a Share in this 
Great Work.

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ſuch Sore Trembling , when he ſhould hay, 
Signed his Sentence-of Baniſhment , That null 
apicem complere potuit ; he was not able to Wrin 
one Letter of his own Name, Thus in Qun 
Mary's Days, one Juſtin Gilford going up 
Stairs to Miſtreſs Roberts's Chamber to Comp 
her to go ro Maſs, was Surprizingly Seized and 
Stopr with a Violent Fit of the Guut, that Tor. 
mented him ſo ſorely, as Extorted from hin 
en Oath never to Trouble her more, Once again, 
and I will add but this more, wiz.
